Syracuse aud 
Rochester 
lies a country of hills, known as drum­ 
lins, which is one of the most beautiful 
mid unique bits of scenery in the j 
eastern United States. 
The term drumlin is an Irish one I 
and is applied to low, roiling hills of 
I abidal origin which exist in that coon- | 
try, and also in parts of New York and 
New England. 
This. section between 
Syracuse and Rochester is tile very 
, heart of the American drumlins. 
Most American mountains and hills 
were formed by violent disturbances 
of tile earth’s surface, and their rude 
origin is reflected in their ruggedness. 
; But tile drumlins were built by the 
j u oat ic** sheet which once covered all 
of North America. 
The materials of 
I which they are made were pushed to- 
-aether slowly by tho crawling glaciers 
1 molded and tamped and smoothed by 
tile great ice fingers as a child makes 
j mud pies. 
The drumlins look as though they 
j had been designed by snipe great In­ 
telligence with a s e n s e of beauty, for 
they rise in smooth, gentle curves, like* 
I those of a perfect human body. They

a long beard and the long black cas­ 
sock o f his order. W hen the Tu rks ap- 1 
poured at the window and saw Fath er 
P a p p as in his black robes they were 
frigh ten ed and ran 
aw ay.

frigh ten ed was the priest, who never 
recovered from his frig h t, dying a few 
days a fte r of heart trouble. His moth­ 
er, M rs. Soulton Pappas, whose hus­ 
band w as also a priest, but has been 
dead fo r some time, died a few months 
afte rw a rd , her death being brought 
on by the strenuous conditions in T u r­ 
key.

In I f*00 w h en Count Zeppelin, w h o se 
n a m e has sin ce com e to bear a sinister 
m ea n in g for m ankind, d eveloped the 
first notable airship of all tim es and 
established a m ea n s of regular p as­ 
senger travel, he planted a seed of 
specu lation In th e m inds of all in ter­ 
ested scientists. 
T hese seed s rapidly 
grew to a full grow n belief In the pos­ 
sibility of lon g aerial journeys. 
F o r th ­ 
w ith aviators b egan to try to d e m o n ­ 
strate it. 
T he su ccesses of the Z eppelin dirigi­ 
ble in E u rope stim u lated W alter W ell­ 
m an, an A m erican Journalist and e x ­ 
plorer, to m a k e a sp ectacu lar a ttem p t 
at long sustained flight. 
H is ex p eri­ 
m en t w as th e first trial on record to 
cross th e A tlantic by air route. 
On O ctober la, 1910, w ith A tlantic 
City as a starting point, Mr. W ellm an 
set out in h is dirigible, T h e A m erica, 
on the initial trans-Atlantic flight. T h is 
airship em b od ied a n um ber of new 
featu res and w as a credit to its b u ild ­ 
ers in originality of design and c o n ­ 
struction.

ing capacity of 23,650 pounds.

'The idea of this was to carry 
the fuel, w h ich w h en exhau sted would 
lessen the w eig h t and com p en sate fot 
the escaping g a s of the walloon p rop ­ 
er. 
It also served a s a w ireless ground 
and kept th e balloon at even height. 
T he A m erica drifted out to sea on 
the appointed date, carrying a lifeboat 
27 feet long, p lentifully stocked w ith 
provisions and suspended by a self re­ 
leasing hook, so that by slashin g a 
rope it could be released instantly. T he 
equilibrator follow ed th e airship like 
a sea serpent; it pounded again st the 
w aves 
and

The w eath er w as unfavorable. 
W ithin 
five hours Mr. W ellm an met, w ith a 
failure of th e engine, w hich w as fo l­ 
low ed by oth er m isfortunes.

being in the air 71 \u hours and sailing. 
or drifting a d istance of about 1,000 
miles, in a n o rth ea st direction tow ard 
the north steam sh ip , both o f w h ich 
figures w ere records fo r dirigibles.
